Faith formation begins in the home with parents teaching their children 
about Jesus and God and demonstrating their faith by the way they live 
their lives.

Faith Formation for Young Adults 

Diocese of RC Ministry Formation Program 

An 8-week program launched from 
the current Lay Ministry formation 
program: One in the Northern Hills 
area One in the Rapid City area. 
Sessions will begin the first week in 
October, 2009. (Time and place will 
be determined by participant's locations and needs). 
Participants must be in 20's, 30's, early 40's. No 
more than 12 people in each program.

This is not 
a lecture-based class, but a facilitated gathering of 
faith-sharing and questioning.

It is very easy to be servants of the word without disturbing the 
world: a very spiritualized word, a word without any commitment to 
history, a word that can sound in any part of the world because it belongs 
to no part of the world.
